INTRODUCTION 


In  this  section  is  given  a brief  account  of  the  services  provided 
by, the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a whole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  during 
1969  was  1288,  a decrease  of  11  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  17.8  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
compared  with  18.0  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  higher  than  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County  rate  of  16. 9 and  the  England  and  Wales 
birth  rate  of  16.3. 


Deaths. 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  663,  an  increase  of  8 compared  with  1968. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  9.1  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  West  Riding  Administrative  area  was  11.6  and 
England  and  Wales,  11.9. 


Infant  Mortality. 

In  1969  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  29, 
an  increase  of  16  compared  with  1968.  The  Infant  Mortality  v/as  22.5  as 
against  10.2  in  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  divisional  area  during  the  year. 

MIDWIFERY  AMD  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

Of  the  1301  notified  live  births,  231  were  delivered  by  domiciliary 
midwives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  9 of  these  cases.

Medical  Assistance. 

Medical  Aid  notices  sent  in  by  Midwives  during  1969  numbered  17, 
all  of  these  being  domiciliary. 

Analgesia. 

All  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air 
analgesia  administration  and  were  equipped  with  a Trilene  Analgesia  Machine. 

Pethidine  only  was  given  in  63  cases.  Trilene  was  administered  in 
28  cases  and  with  Pethidine  in  84-  cases. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics 


One  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  at  Pontefract,  functioned  during  the  year.  70 
patients  attended.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was  298.  5 patients 

were  examined  post-natally  during  the  year. 

At  the  31st  December,  19&9  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  this  clinic. 

Relaxation  Classes. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  were  held  at  Pontefract, 
Feather stone  and  Knott ingley  clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  clinics  during  the  year  was  804. 

Institutional  Midwifery. 


Patients  from  this  division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth. 

During  the  year  accommodation  was  provided  for  all  applicants  having 
their  first  baby,  and  for  all  those  with  home  conditions  unsuitable  for  a 
domiciliary  confinement.  Of  the  remaining  applicants  a high  proportion 
were  allotted  beds'* 

Cervical  Cytology. 

A clinic  is  held  each  week"  at  the-  Central  Clinic,  Trinity  Street, 
Pontefract.  Facilities  for  this  examination  are  now  available  to  all 
married  women. 

During  1909  41  sessions  were  held  and  499  women  examined. 

CHILD  WELFARE. 


There  are  County  owned  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Feather stone  and 
Knottingiey.  A mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  Whitley 
Bridge,  Womersley,  Eggborough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  Heck,  Hens a 11,  Monw 
Fryston  and  Fairburn  in  the  Gsgoldcross  Rural  District,  at  fortnightly 
intervals. 

During  19&9  2733  children  attended  at  clinics  and  they  made  17,172 
attendances.

With  effect  from  September,  1968  it  was  decided  to  retain  as  routine 
examinations  only  the  first  (Entrants)  and  the  last  (Leavers).  In  the 
intervening  years  the  parents  are  asked  to  complete  a Health  Questionnaire 
and  only  those  children  thought  to  require  examination  are  dealt  with. 

This  allows  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  give  more  attention  to  the 
children  likely  to  have  defects. 


The  re-examination  of  children  who  at  previous  periodical  or  special 
examination  had  been  found  to  have  defects  was  made  at  each  school  medical 
inspection. 


During  the  year,  2888  children  received  a full  medical  examination. 
A further  2076  children  who  had  been  found  to  have  defects  at  previous 
examinations  were  also  examined. 


General  Condition  of  Children. 

All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspections  are  classified  as  to  their 
general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  99 .44%  were  classified 
as  satisfactory  and  only  C. 56%  as  unsatisfactory. 


Uncleanliness. 


During  the  year  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  made  25,023 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  268  individual  children 
were  found  to  be  infested. 


SPECIAL  CLINICS. 


Ophthalmic  Clinics. 

Dr.  K.  K.  Prasher  holds  a weekly  clinic  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  During  the  year  14-08  children  were  examined.  Of  these, 

511  were  prescribed  glasses. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic , 
Pontefract  for  children  from  this  division.  During  the  year  Mr.  Mayall 
held  25  sessions  and  saw  14-8  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  322 
attendances. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

Mr.  R.  V/.  L.  Calderwood,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a monthly  clinic 
at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  during  the  year  7 sessions  were 
held.  31  children  were  seen  at  these  clinics  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  made  was  6C. 


Child  Guidance  Treatment 


A Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  Children  from  surrounding  divisional  areas  attended  here 
in  addition  to  our  own.  Dr.  K.  Maxwell  held  consultant  sessions. 

Mr.  P.  Atkinson,  Psychologist,  and  Mrs.  P.  Y.  Harris,  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  clinic. 

Speech  Therapy. 

Mrs.  N.  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  clinics  on  two  half-days 
each  v/eek  at  Pontefract  Central  Clinic.  In  addition  she  has  one  session 
each  week  at  the  Castle  Day  E.S.N.  School  and  at  the  Knott  ingley-  Clinic. 
During  the  year  172  sessions  were  held  and  111  children  were  treated. 

Handicapped  Pupils. 

The  regular  medical  examination  of  handicapped  children  continued 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary  recommendations  were  made  for  place- 
ment in  special  schools. 


Medical  Examination  of  Teachers 

and  Entrants  to ■ Training  Colleges. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  Training  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
the  College  authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow  a course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  year  77  candidates  we re  examined  and  where 
necessary  x-ray  examinations  arranged. 

In  the  case  of  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession,  6 examinations 
were  made. 


B.CcG.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  lor  the  first  time  to  all 
children  in  the  year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the 
parents,  a test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered 
the  germ  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child'  is  acquiring  a natural  immunity.  If, 
hoy/ever,  the  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tubercle 
bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer 
protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

In  addition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years  who' have  previously  been  absent  or  ’whose  parents 
have  not  consented.  Each  child  has,  therefore,  a continuing;  opportunity 
to  be  vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

THE'  CHILD  NBOLECTED  IN  ITS  OWN  HOME. 

Meeting  of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for  the  care  of  the  child 
neglected  in  its  own  home  were  held. 

These  meetings, attended  by  representatives  of  the  Health,  'Welfare, 
Education  and  Children’s  Departments  of  the  County  Council,  the  Health 
and  Housing  Departments  of  the  County  District  Councils,  together  with 
the  Probation  Officer,  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  and  National  Assistance 
Board  Officer,  were  helpful  in  providing  an  interchange  of  information 
and  a co-ordinated  approach  to  the  individual  case.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1969. 

Again  the  Report  is  much  condensed  and  includes  little  more 
information  than  is  required  to  be  provided. 

The  continued  change  in  housing  demand,  caused  by  applicants  being 
more  selective  in  their  requirements,  coupled  with  a reluctance  to 
accept  the  higher  rented  now  houses,  resulted  in  many  more  visits  being 
paid  in  connection  with  the  letting  of  almost  every  house.  This  would 
suggest  to  me  at  least  that  the  urgency  of  previous  years  has  largely 
evaporated.  TV  increased  visiting  had  to  be  undertaken  in  the  main  by 
Mr.  Southall  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  as  I found  myself  to 
be  more  and  more  tied  down  by  administrative  duties,  which  have  undergone 
an  upsurge  of  late.  This  again  meant  that  a great  deal  of  time,  which 
should  have  been  spent  on  the  prime  duties  of  Public  Health  was  in  fact 
devoted  to  housing,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Shaw,  the  Housing 
Assistant,  was  employed  in  extracting  the  necessary  information  from  the 
Housing  Lists. 

However,  all  complaints  were  dealt  with  as  quickly  as  possible  and 
followed  up  as  necessaiy.  Fortunately,  because  of  agreement  by  owners, 
some  progress  was  maintained  in  slum  clearance  with  a minimum  of 
physical  inspections  and  none  of  the  necessary  but  time  consuming  work 
involved  in  the  making  of  Clearance  Orders. 

For  several  weeks  I was  without  a Clerk/ T;  pi  at  until  Mrs.  Jackson 
joined  the  Department  in  November. 

I am  indebted  to  ray  own  staff  and  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

SANIATARY  CIRCUIISTANCES. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

All  dwellings  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains  water  supply 
which  is  obtained  from  the  Wakefield  and  District  Water  Board.  In  general, 
complaints  are  made  direct  to  the  responsible  Officers  of  the  Board  so  that 
this  Department’s  knowledge  of  alleged  inadequacy  is  usually  limited  to 
those  cases  where  private  service  pipes  are  at  fault. 

Weekly  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  by  the  Board’s 
Chemist,  of  the  raw  water  and  of  water  entering  the  supply  after  final 
treatment.  Immediate  check  samples  are  taken  of  any  proving  unsatisfactory, 
the  chlorine  doseage  is  increased  and  the  matter  fully  investigated.  Any 
new  mains  are  cleared  by  the  Chemist  before  being  brought  into  use. 

As  previously  reported,  the  water  at  source  is  more  acid  than  your 
original  supply  and  to  obtain  a stable  p.H.  value,  the  final  level  is 
maintained  at  9. 

The  fluoride  content  continued  to  be  negligible,  never  exceeding 

0.1  p.p.m. 


SWUIilNG  BATHS. 

The  swimming  bath  at  St.  Wilfrid’s  R.C.  High  School  is  in  use 
throughout  the  school  year,  whilst  the  Lister  Baths  were  open  from  April 
to  October. 

There  is  one  pool  at  the  school  and  two,  one  large  and  one  small,  at  the 
Lister  Baths.  The  water  is  drawn  initially  from  the  public  mains  and  is 
maintained  in  satisfactory  condition  in  both  cases  by  fully  automatic 
treatment  plant,  the  water  at  the  Lister  Baths  being  changed  te^ery  three 
hours  and  at  the  school  every  six  hours. 

Chlorine  content  and  p.H.  value  are  checked  three  times  daily  by  the 
respective  responsible  officers. 

The  total  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  was  174  of  which 
155  were  satisfactory.  The  19  unsatisfactory  samples  were  all  from  the 
Lister  Baths  and  occurred  at  L.wo  distinct  periods  of  the  season  when  faults 
developed  in  the  chlorination  plaint.  In  addition  87  samples  were  taken  as 
Laboratory  checks  on  p.H.  value  and  chlorine  content. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  AND  DRAINAGE. 


During  1969  42  additional  water  closets  were  provided  for  existing 

dwellings  by  improvements.  In  some  cases  this  would  eliminate  the 
existing  external  water  closets,  but  accurate  figures  of  this  are  not 
available.  76  new  dwellings  were  constructed  with  water  closets.

2 houses  with  Waste  Water  Closets 

5 houses  with  Chemical  Closets 

3 houses  with  Privy  Closets 
5110  houses  with  Water  Closets. 


None  of  the  planned  improvement  works  were  carried  out  at  either 
Sewage  Works  or  to  the  sewers. 

Preparatory  works  by  Consultants  on  the  amended  scheme  of  improvements 
to  the  Sewage  Works  and  sewers  was  the  only  progress  made.  These  long 
outstanding  works  should  be  put  in  hand  with  the  least  possible  delay. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

One  case  of  Sonnei  Dysentery  was  investigated. 

Following  hospital  treatment  of  two  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning, 
the  normal  investigations  were  carried  out,  in  one  case  without  results. 

In  the  second  case,  the  patient  was  discharged  from  hospital  recovered  but 
still  giving  positive  faeces  samples  of  an  unidentified  salmonella  organism. 
This  was  eventually  identified  as  salmonella  infantis  and  the  patient  was 
regularly  sampled  until  the  required  three  negative  results  were  obtained. 

In  all  12  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 


INSECT  INFESTATIONS. 

Although  the  occasional  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  are  still  found, 
these  are  never  of  a major  nature.  Instead  complaints  now  usually  relate 
to  cockroaches,  flies,  wasps,  bees  and  other  flying  insects.  All  these 
compblnts  receive  attention  and  unusual  insects  are  identified. 

Following  unsuccessful  treatments  against  cockroaches  in  ten  aged 
persons  bungalows,  it  became  necessary  to  engage  a commercial  firm  to  carry 
out  concentrated  treatments  over  a long  period.  Being  heated  by  a district 
heating  system,  the  underfloor  spaces  of  the  bungalows  provided  ideal  breeding 
conditions  all  the  year  round.  The  treatment  had  not  been  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  a drastic  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  cockroaches 
seen  had  been  effected. 


COIl ION  LODGING  HOUSES . 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the  district. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

One  caravan,  previously  licensed.-  for  a temporary  period  whilst  the 
occupier  built  Ms  bungalow,  was  occupied  for  part  of  the  year.  Two  other 
caravans  are  occupied  with  Planning  permission  but  are  exempt  from  the  Act. 

The  two  sites  mentioned  in  the  1968  report  were  occupied  for  long 
periods  by  itinerants  whose  actions  and  activities  brought  many  complaints 
from  nearby  residents  and  farmers.  Following  many  visits  both  sites  were 
vacated  peaceably  and  fences  and  gates  were  erected  to  prevent  their 
further  use  for  this  purpose. 

The  importance  of  the  provision  of  sufficient  supervised  sites 
throughout  the  country  cannot  be  over  emphasized. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  rodent  control  service  continued  to  function  efficiently. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  a test  treatment  of  the 
sewers  as  requested  by  the  Ministry.  The  last  time  the  sewers  were  treated 
was  in  1964,  following  which,  because  of  a record  of  rat- free  sewers, 
exemption  had  been  granted  by  the  Ministry  for  the  ensuing  years. 


I was  not  unduly  concerned  by  the  failure  to  test-bait,  as  throughout 
all  my  years  of  service  with  this  Authority  I have  never  known  any  time 
of  sewer  rat  infestation,  and  during  the  year  no  incident  arose  suggesting 
that  such  a problem  existed. 

All  other  Council  property  receives  constant  attention  so  that 
infestations  are  kept  to  a minimum.

HOUSING. 

At  the  31st  December,  1969  there  were  261  applicants  for  houses  and 
I84  for  bungalows,  representing  a decrease  of  S3  on  the  1968  housing  list 
and  39  on  the  bungalow  list. 

During  the  year  54  new  3 bedroomed  Council  houses  were  completed. 

In  all  242  new  tenancies  were  created  during  1969?  excluding  those 
where  a simple  change  of  name  in  the  rent  book  was  effected. 

In  correction  with  tlx  proposed  extensions  and  improvements  to  George 
Street  School,  the  remaining  occupants  of  the  houses  affected  in  George 
Street  and  Pontefract  Road,  were  re-housed  at  the  request  of  the  County 
Council.  Later  in  the  year,  the  George  Street  houses  were  demolished. 

Again  following  discussions  with  the  owners,  demolition  action  on  an 
individual  unfit  basis  was  agreed  upon  in  the  case  of  the  5 Almshouses  in 
Ackton  Village,  12  houses  in  Station  Lane  and  22  in  Pretoria  Street. 

During  the  year  the  few  remaining  tenants  of  these  houses,  as  agreed, 
were  re-housed,  pending  demolition.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  collection  service  was  carried  out  by  two  vehicles,  the 
25  cubic  yard  fore-and-aft  tipper  purchased  in  1969  and  a new 
15  cubic  yard  fore-and-aft  tipper  delivered  in  June  1969.  Being 
new,  these  vehicles  comply  fully  with  the  Braking  Regulations.  The 
12  cubic  yard  fore-and-aft  tipper  purchased  in  1963  thus  became  the 
spare  vehicle,  being  used  also  for  the  collection  of  shop  salvage. 

The  secondhand  vehicle  was  taken  off  the  road  pending  disposal  . 

The  three  vehicles  in  use  are  all  fitted  with  a power  press  for  compaction. 

The  'task’  system  continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year  and  again, 
in  the  rrin,  complaints  were  about  spillage  and  missed  bins  rather  than 
infrequency  of  collections. 

Disposal  was  by  tipping  on  one  site,  continuing  the  reclamation 
of  low  lying  farm  land. 

One  successful  prosecution  was  taken  against  a person  scavenging 
on  the  refuse  tip  and  on  several  occasions  fires  wore  started  by  children 
who  seem  to  regard  the  tip  as  a playground. 


CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  EMPTYING. 


The  houses  served  by  cesspools  are  mainly  concentrated  in  two  areas, 
namely  Ackton  Wood  Pastures  and  part  of  Ackworth  Road,  Purston,  with  a 
few  others  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district.  All  the  cesspools  are 
emptied  regularly  by  the  cesspool/gully  machine,  which  is  also  used  for 
street  gully  cleansing  on  the  Council’s  roads,  releasing  serious  drain 
or  sewer  stoppages,  and  when  necessary  as  a snowplough. 

SMOKE  CONTROL. 


DOMESTIC 


I must  again,  with  regret,  report  a year  of  no  positive  progress  in  this 

field. 

The  54  new  Council  houses  completed  to  Parker  Morris  Standards  were 
equipped  with  solid  fuel  central  heating  appliances,  but  again  no 
restrictions  on  the  burning  of  raw  coal  wore  imposed,  thus  adding  to 
the  existing  atmospheric  pollution  by  domestic  chimneys. 

As  previously  reported  there  are  only  123  Council  owned  dwellings, 
all  in  connection  with  aged  persons  accommodation,  which  are  smokeless 
by  design.  In  view  of  the  Council's  avowed  policy  to  take  no  action  in 
the  field  of  domestic  smoke  control  until  there  are  adequate  supplies  of 
solid  smokeless  fuel  at  a "reasonable"  price,  no  surveys  have  been 
carried  out  so  that  I have  no  knowledge  of  the  numbers  of  privately 
owned  dwellings  which  have  been  made  smokeless  by  the  voluntary  action  of 
the  occupants. 


INDUSTRIAL . 


The  smaller  kiln  at  Ackton  Hall  Brickworks  was  converted  to 
automatic  firing  during  the  year,  thus  leaving  only  Snydale  Brickworks 
’hand'  fired.  No  problems  arose  from  this  chimney  during  the  year. 


The  scrap  cable  recovery  plant  has  an  oil-fired  purpose  built 
furnace  with  a high  chimney.  On  occasions  excessive  smoke  was 
emitted.  The  operator's  attention  was  drawn  to  this  and  the  matter 
was  reported  to  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector  under  whose  control  this 
plant  operates.
